AGAIN SCENE' 


OF VIOLENCE 


Midnight Explosion Near The 


Round House Causes In- 


(From Tnenday's Daily) 


The Mgjitlian avenue crossing oC 


the Boo Mae was again the scene of 
trouble mi Monday evening, the sec- 
ond clash which has occurred there 
since the railroad strike went into ef- 
fect. 


Two arrests were made in quick suc- 


cession following a clash at 7 o'clock, 
said to have been prompted by refusal 
of one striker to move when ordered 
to do so by a guard. 


As a climax to the evening's trou- 


ble, a loud explosion occurred near 
the roundhouse at midnight, heard by 
officers, 800 employes *nd others in 
the vicinity. No one was injured and 
no property damage resulted. 
No 


trace could be found to establish Just 
where the explosion occurred. 


Arrest Striker and Guard 


Arthur A. Turner, a Soo striker, 


was tbe first man arrested, being taken 
into custody by two Soo line guards. 
He was confined in the South side 
station during the night 
and 
this 


morning. Turner was arrested near 
the Michigan avenue crossing imme- 
diately after the 
trouble 
occurred 


there. 


The second man arrested was Harry 


Grady, Chicago, one of two Soo guards 
who had taken Turner into custody. 
Grady's arrest was made by Chief of 
Police John S. Hofsoos and 
Officer 


John Frymark immediately after he 
had returned to the yards, on com- 
plaint of James Tierney, a striker, on 
a charge of assault and battery. 


Fiend Kot Gnlltr 


Grady was arraigned in court be- 


fore Justice G. L. Park this morning 
and entered a plea of not entity. His 
case was adjourned until September 
6 and the defendant released on bonds 
of $200. 


Turner was arraigned before Jus- 


tice Park at 2 o'clock this afternoon on 


Whisky and Alcohol 


Stolen From Store 


In Daring Burglary 


A considerable quantity of whisky 


and alcohol was stolen from the Alex 
Krembs drug store on Main street at 
Strongs avenue early Tuesday morn- 
ing by burglars ho shattered the 
plate glass in the side entrance to the 
store on Strongs avenue to get in. 


How much liquor was taken could 


not be stated Tuesday 
by Alex 


Krembs, Jr.. the proprietor, as a close 
check had not yet been taken, lie said 
The amount, however, was large, it 
was declared. 
The whisky was car- 


ried off In bottles, while the alcohol 
was drained from a keg. The liquor 
is kept in the basement. Cigars were 
also stolen. 


In order to gain entrance the bur- 


glar or burglars first broke a window 
at the rear of the store and then at- 
tempted to "Jimmy" the window open. 
This attempt proving unsuccessful, the 
operations were 
extended 
to 
the 


Strongs avenue entrance, near a burn- 
ring street light. A hole about two 
feet square was broken in the glass 
door, and with the opening made, the 
night lock inside was turned. 
Glass 


was found strewn over the floor of the 
store Tuesday morning: when it was 
opened. 


This was the second time this week 


the store has 'been entered, burglars 
ransacking the place Sunday night 
Nothing of value was taken Sunday 
evening. 


It is stated that the alley is lighted 


by one, of the "white way" standards 
at Its street entrance on the avenue. 
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a charge of assault and battery on 
complaint of Grady, and entered a 
plea of not guilty. The case was ad- 
journed to Sept. 7 and Turner releas- 
ed on ball of $200. 


According to Soo line officials and 


Grady. four men who had approached 
the Michigan avenue crossing were or- 
dered to move on by Grady. all doing 
so with the exception of Tieraey, one 
of the party. Argument between th? 
men ensued. Turner is alleged to have 
gone to Tierney's assistance and at 
the end of the clash the former was ar- 
rested. Grady and another guard bad 
hardly returned to the yards after tak- 
ing Turner to the South side station 
when Chief Hofsoos and Officer Fry- 
mark arrived with a warrant for Gra- 
dy's arrest, sworn to by Tierney. Gra- 
dy was taken to the county Jail but 
was released at 10/>'clock when bail 
was obtained for him. 


The affair at the crossing Is said 


to have been reported by Soo line au- 
thorities this morning to the federal 
court In Milwaukee which recently la- 
sued an Injunction enjoining striking 
shopmen from picketing.

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The explosion later In the 
night 


brought forth an immediate investiga- 
tion by Soo authorities here, ft oc- 
curred at exactly 11:03 o'clock, there 
being one bright lash and a load re- 
port, tt was distinctly heard In the 
vicinity of the Soo roond feonae and 
about tbe South side. Chief Hofsoot 
was immediately notified at his home 
and ordered guards on night duty on 
Soo property to Investigate at once. 
They and other railroad gnards were 
unable to determine Just where the ex- 
plosion occurred, or to find any prop- 
erty damage done. 


Statement »y TVn+y 


Tierney. In a statement to the Jour- 


nal, declared that he had driven to the 
vicinity of the Michigan avenue cross- 
ing after sapper on his motorcycle to 
Tl«it with some of hi* friend* for n few 
minute* and that Just after two of 
them had ten the place where he waa 
standing Grady came np and ordered 
him to move away. Tierney declared 
that he was more than tt feet from 
the crossing and wa* not standing on 
railroad property. 
He farther a*. 


Mrted that after an exchange of words1 
Grady struck him forcibly upon the 
head with a hilly, knocking Mm down. 
He did not see Tamer there at the 
time, he aald. bat had seen him on the 
other side of the track with hi* wife 
before the trouble occurred. Tierney 
wa* Interviewed at the gas plant of 
the Wisconsin Valley Electric com- 
pany, where a number of striking 800 
employe* are working.

Madison, Aug. 22— Ewald Brumm, 


and Rudolph .Hinnenthal, both of Wa- 
tertown, Wis., were in a critical con- 
dition in a hospital here today as the 
result of a grade crossing accident 
at 9 a. m. today, in which a North 
Western train waa put out of commis- 
sion and a heavy T. M. E. R. & L. in- 
terurban express truck smashed. 


The men were driving the truck 


when it was smashed to bits. Brumm's 
skull was fractured and the other 
man's chest crushed. Both may die, 
hospital authorities said. The train, 
which was one and a half hours late, 
whistled for the crossing which is 
within the city limits of Madison, but 
the truck driver lost control of the 
car and smashed into the locomotive, 
tearing away one side.

At 
New York harbor they boarded an At- 
lantic liner, going to 
Cherbourg, 


Prance, from whence Mr. Hirzy pro- 
ceeded to Austria and died there on 
June 14. 


Visit Relatives 


The Millers went to Lorraine prov- 


ince, France, a portion of the terri- 
tory gained by this latter country as 
a result of the war. Mr. Miller has 
six cousins at Mellville. Ninneville 
and one or two other towns in that 
section. He also has two brothers 
and a sister in the province of Lor- 
raine. 


Mrs. Miller's principal objective 


point was Freiburg, Baden, Germany, 
where she spent several weeks with 
a sister, whom she had not seen or 
heard from since first leaving the 
fatherland 30 years ngo. The sister, 
who is older than Mrs. Miller, also 
was in America for a number of 
years, later' returning to her girl- 
hood home.

Kimth at sonic length in regard to the 
amount of liquor obtained and 
con- 


•uiued. Both men stuck to the story 
told at the iuquetst, however, that one 
pint ol liquor was in the possession of 
the party the evening in question and 
that live of the men had two drinks 
each from the bottle aud that Knulh 
had four, including one given him as 
a sample by the stranger from whom 
he purchased it at Mceban 
station. 


Knutli denied that four drinks of the 
liquor were nuthcleut to 
make him 


drunk. 
. Mr. Eraser, in answer to questions, 
Asserted that when he arrived at the 
scene of the shooting ail the men ai>-

intoxicated at the time, and in deny- 
ing that their conduct previous to the 
shooting had been boisterous or like- 
ly to disturb people living in the neigh- 
borhood. 
Sheriff Mueller stated that 


he had been told by Mrs. Daugherty 
and Mrs. Eichhorn that they had been 
troubled recenUy by parties of intox- 
icated men visiting the neighborhood 
and that the shots were fired merely 
to scare away the men who had stop- 
pqd in the road adjoining the prop- 
erty. 


ConnanfoB Is Girthed 


Some apprehensions were felt for 


a time that the shooting affair on the 
Plover road which resulted In th* 
death of Virum might'turn out to be 
a double tragedy, according to Sher- 
iff Walter Mueller. 


Following the shooting, according 


to the story, Virum's companions call- 
ed to the women that they had shot 
a man. Fred Knute.. one of the party, 
jumped over the fence and ran toward 
the women. Mrs. fcaugherty, it was 
said, fled into the house when he ap- 
proached but Mrs. Eichhorn stood her 
•round when be ran up to her. and hit 
him over the head with a stout oak 
club. Knute was unconscious for some 
time, and it was feared at first that 
his skull bad been fractured.

considerable increase. 
The possibili-

crop as corn and wheat, it is said. 


The various ways io which the soy 


bean and its product are utilized in 
the United States indicate a 
ready 


market for the commercial production 
of soy bean seed, the department cir- 
cular declares. Soy bean oil is large- 
ly used .in the manufacture of soaps 
and paints, and it is also used in the 
manufacture of lard and butter sub- 
stitutes, linoleum and printing ink, 
and as a salad oil. The cake or meal 
is a superior cattle feed and of high 
value for human consumption.

Mr*. Lucille Dougherty and her mo- 


ther. Mrs. Dora Eichhorn were hound 
over to circuit court to stand trial 
for the murder of Adolph Vlrum, at 
the close of a preliminary hearing at 
Wisconsin Rapid* on Saturday.

consent of the attorneys on both tides, 
the testimony taken in Mrs. Daugh- 
erty's hearing WH admitted for Mrs. 
Eichhorn. and the two defendants were 
bound over together. 


Vlrum, a paper 'mill worker residing 


•t Wisconsin' Rapids, was fatally shot 
on the PloVer-Wlsco-naiii Rapids road 
on the night of August 11 after he 
and five companions had stopped near 
the farm home of the women who are 
now defendants, several shots weri 
fired, one entering Vlrum's brain. It 
was claimed'at the time that the shoot. 
Ing wait prompted by the belief on the 
part of the women that someone was 
stealing apples in the orchard there. 


C«amitfed to JaJI 


• Neither of the defendants was abl8 


• to furnish bail on Saturday and both 


were committed to the Wood coun- 
ty jail at Wisconsin Rapids, pending 
trial, which will probably be at the 
October term of circuit court. Judge 
Byron B. Park of this city will hear 
the CMC. 


Little in the way of new testimony 


was brought out In the examination 
of tht three witnesses on Saturday. In 
effect, the teetlmony was that Virum 
and companions had driven to Meehan 
in Portage county on the evening of 
the tragedy, had purchased a pint of 
moonshine there and after drinking It 
returned toward the Rapids, stopping 
•ear the Eichhorn farm. It is denied 
that any members of the party were 
Intoxicated. 


Sheriff Mueller, one of the wltnensee 


testified that he questioned 
Mrs. 


Dangberty and her mother on the 
•ight of the snooting, and that they 
asserted that they had frequently been 
tothered by people stealing their ap- 
ple* and chickens, and trespassing up- 
on their property. They told him. he 
•aid, that they took a 22 calibre rifle 
and went out Into the orchard with the 
Intention of frightening away the men 
whom they believed they beard there. 
They at first claimed that all the shots 
were fired in the air and in an oppo- 
site direction from where Virum and 
his party were standing.

The next day. the sheriff said. Mrs. 


Danffherty confessed to him that the 
tbtrd and final shot which she fired 
was directed across the road toward 
the spot where Vlrum fell.

whatever she said might

The sheriff stated that 
he merely told her that he wanted to 
know the truth of the affair and that 
the best thing for her to do was to 
t«H exactly what happened.
